fipealiing countries ot the world 
win bo given ncNt Thursday night 
by Arnold lascnman i»nd John TT. 
McDonald when the . Polyitlcal 
Economy Club meets In the smok- 
ing room ot the Arli Uuildlng. 
Issenman will draw a contrast be- 
tween Ihe Canadian and American 
constitutions, tracing their begin- 
ning and Liter development from 
the original intentions of their 
founders. He will describe how the 
American Federal Government 
gradually assumed more and, more 
powers, whereas the Canadian one. 
origin.illy meant to bo centrallr.ed, 
lost most of Its power and jurisdic- 
tion to the strong Provincial Lcglf- 
latures. He will also give a brief 
aecotint of the current trend of 
the federal governments in Canada 
and the United States, emphasizing 
the possible result of the growing 
provincial independence. 

McDonald will outline the fed- 
eral constitutions ot the various 
dominions of the British Empire, 
stressing the recently adopted In- 
dian Constitution which is now 
going into effect; he will compare 
the*; colonies' conatitutions'to that 
of lilt British parliament, pointing 
out the differences between them 
and the original. HIsi address will 
be based on the manuscript which 
he will probably present tor Ms 
M.A. degree.

Instead of the tisual talk, last nlsht 
the Spanish club showed motion 'pic- 
tures, ot four Spanish-speaking coun- 
tries; Brazil, Chile, Mexico, and Bolivia. 
The pictures of Brazil showed the dense 
tropical vegetation In the damp Amazon" 
valley, so dense that the only highways 
are the rivers. Some, strange native 
animals were shown — snakes, lizards, 
and queer long-haired monkeys, .Scenes 
were ehown of the rubber industry 
which is very important to the coun- 
trj-. 

Chile is a mountainous country ex- 
tending along half' the western coast of 
the continent. Us turbulent streams 
remnid one of our own. northern rivers. 
The natives are dark with long black 
hair, {|Ad are very akilful. at weaving 
backets of rushes. Northern Chile is u 
raining country. Copper ore I» dug with 
stcum-thovelfc o'Jt of huge opon pits. 
There are large barren regions r;over- 
cd with depoBits of nitrate, snow-white 
chvniu) which crumble - to powder In 
ones hands. Central Chile resembles 
California. Wheat li en Iniportani crop 
and it is a strange coulrut>l to Can- 
adian methods to hec the natives lo 
tlie field at harvest time ^iUlUug up 
the stalks by hand. Threshing Is alt>o 
done crudely but plcturesnuesly with 
riallK, Beautiful girls (fathering grapes 
111 llic viiji;. urdi! form one of the great- 
est attratiiloa« to the country. The 
chief city Valparaiso, is reminiscent of 
a great Èuropena capital witli itii wide 
boulevards and parka.

Siirsrry Ainnns The Aiicienlo 

The scope of this paper \a larKe, tov- 
jering n» it docs the dovelopnicnt of Iho 
art anil cclcnco of surgery from pre- 
historic surgical practices, as evidenced 
by tho excavation of skeletons Khowlng 
stirsical procedurcH (particularly tre- 
phining pf tho ."ikull) as early an îîOOO 
P.C., lo the surBory of tho beRinning 
ot the ICth Century, the time ot Am- 
brolse Pare. 

The oldest sculptured reference, of 
a surgical operation Is that depleted in 
a tomb relief ot the Old Kingdom of 
Egypt ('.'700 I5,C.) representing a cir- 
cumcision performed by means of sharp 
flint stones. It Is thought that tho pràc- 
tice ot circumcision among the Jews 
was learned from the Egyptian priest- 
hood during the sojourn of the Isracl- 
litcs in Egypt about 11100 13. C. Among 
the Kgj'ptinn.s.i bandaging was a. fine 
art and well set fractures may be seen 
in mummies unearthed from Egj'ptlan 
tombs. Two old Egyptian papyri, de- 
scribing surgical conditions and proce- 
dures in minute detail, establish prior- 
ity in surgical authorship for the 
Egi'ptians, and the Medical School at 
Ale-xandria (founded SOD B.C.),. during 
its existence of approximately 1000 
years, gave to^ the field of surgery 
many brilliant exponents and several 
thousands ot volumes of surgery. 
.Greek Surseiy 

The earliest Greek surgery, like tho 
Eg}-ptian, had its origin in mythology, 
Aesculapius being their surgeon of 
greatest note iu this early period. No 
clear or comprehensive history ot Grec- 
ian surgery la obtainable, before the Ulp- 
pocratic period (0th Century B.C.) ; no 
less than eight ot Hippocrates' neven- 
teen genuine treatises aro strictly Kur- 
gical. Tlieso trcati.scs of twcnty-threo 
centuries ago describe clearly orlhopao- 
dlc, urolotrical, general abdominal and 
rectal surgical procedures. 

As regards early surgery in India, It 
is noteworthy that tho oldewl e.Nlstinis 
books relating in any way to aureery ai'c 
ot Hindu authorHliip, viz.— tho "Cliara- 
ka .Samhlla" and the "ijusrulu". in tlie 
.liter is described the practice, In 1000

teoritoa which are usually pure Iron. 

They probably soon discovered that 
tlie.'^n meteorites could make much 
better tools than tho stones that they 
were accustomed lo, 

■*Tho first use of iron from ores pro- 
bably began about ten thou.sand years 
ago. Thi.s was very .slow and pr mitive 
but was siiffirlcnt for the purponca of 
the natives of the time. It wa.^ still 
used by the natives in Ceylon at the 
beginning of this century. This pro- 
cess and a similar ciTjde process tor 
the manufacture of ."ilcel were illun- 
trntcd by photographs taken in Cey- 
lon. • 

These primitive processes were then 
I compared to tho modern processes which 
turn out thoii.sands of tons of steel a 
day of a quality superior to that pro- 
duced by the natives in such small 
quantities. Professor Sproule reviewed 
the various methods, illustrating his 
talk with photographs and drawings. 

The next pan of the lecture dealt 
wi!h the manufacture ot steel for Tar- 1 
ious purposes and the lecturer explala- 
ed the different types ot manufacture 
suitable tor steel to* be used In differ- 
ent situations. Thus the ateel to he 
used in a watch spring and that which 
i.s used in a steel rail require very dif- 
ferent manufacture. These different 
types of steel were described in detail 
by means of a scries of micrographs 
which cNplained their widely different 
qualities.

He will describe Itow the 
American Federal Government 
gradually assumed more and^more 
powers, whereas the Canadian one. 
originally meant to bo centmilr.ed, 
lost most ot Its power and jurisdic- 
tion to tho strong Provincial Legis- 
latures. Ho will also give a brief 
account of the current trend of 
the federal governments in Canada 
and the United States, emphasizing 
the possible result of the growing 
provincial independence, 

McDonald will outline the fed- 
eral constitutions of the various 
dominions of the British Empire, 
stressing the recently adopted In- 
dian Constitution which Is now 
going Into effect; he will compare 
thej, colonies' conititiitions ' to that 
of :the British parliament, pointing 
out the differences between them 
and the original.

Chile is a mountainous country ex- 
tending along half the western coast of 
the continent. Us turbulent slrcamib 
rcmnid one of our own northern rivers. 
The natives are dark with long black 
hair, fnd are very skilful, at weaving 
baskets of rushes. Northern Chile Is u' 
raining country. Copper ore Is dug with 
steam-shovels out of huge oix-o pits.

'Bering UH it dues the dovclopnicnt of tho 
art and science of surgery from pre- 
historic surgical practices, as evidoncod 
by tho excavation of skeletons showing 
.lurglcal proceilures (partiL'ularly Iro- 
phlnliig of tho skull) iis early lus oOtX) 
n.C, to the surgery of the heRlnnlng 
of the IGth Century, the time ot Am- 
broiao Pure. 

The oldest sculptured reference of 
a surgical operation is that depicted in 
a tomb relief of the Old Kingdom of 
Egypt (-700 13.C.) representing a cir- 
cumcision performed by means of sharp 
flint atones. It is thought that tho prac- 
tice of circumcision among the Jews 
was learned from the F^gyptian priest- 
hood during the .«lojourn of the Israel- 
ites in Egypt about IHOO 13. C Among 
the Kgyptians,» b:uidagliig was a fine 
art and well set fractures may be seen 
In mummies unearthed from Bgj'ption 
tombs. Two old Egyptian papyri, de- 
scribing surgical conditions and proce- 
dures in minute detail, establish prior- 
ity in surgicnl authorship for the 
Egyptians, and the Medical School at 
Ale.xandrla (founded dOO B.C.), during 
Us existence of approximately lOOV 
years, gave to' the fiold of surgery 
many brilliant exponents and several 
thousands of volumes of surgery. 
, Greek Surcery 

The earliest Greek surgery, like tho 
Eg^-plian, had Its origin in mythology. 
Aesculapius being their surgeon of 
greatest note in this early period. No 
clear or comprehensive history of Grec- 
ian surgery is oblainablo. before thé Illp- 
pocratlc period (ôth Century BiC); no 
less than eight of HIppoorutcs* seven- 
teen genuine treatises aro strictly wur- 
gieal. These treatises of twenty-three 
centuries ago describe clearly orthopae- 
dic, urolo^'ical, Eenoral abdominal and 
rectal surgical procedures.

At the .Mechanics Institute last ntghl 
Professor Gordon ,Sproulo gave .'a talk 
in wlilch ho traced the history, mnnu- 
turc, and usea of Steel. 

The first pari of tho lecture dealt 
wllh tho distribution of Iron ores 
IhioiiKlioul Ih') world and the. way the 
native.1 In each country f rsl learn 
to make use of Iron, This probably oc- 
curred when natives came across mc- 
teorltcii which aro usually pure Iron, 
They probably soon dl.icovcrcd that 
tlicKO nielcorlte« could make much 
better tools than tho stones that they 
were accustomed to. 
'The first use of iron from ores pro- 
bably began about ten thoii.-iand ye.Trs 
ago. This w.as very alow and pr mltive 
but was .sufficient for the purpo.ies of 
the natives of the time. It was still 
used by the natives in Ceylon at the 
beginning of this century. This pro- 
cess and a slm'lar crude process for 
the manufacture of .".tcel were illus- 
trated by photographs taken in Cey- 
lon, * 

These primitive processes were then 
compared lo the modern processes which 
turn out thoti.sands of tons of steel a 
day ot a quality superior to that pro- 
'luccd by tile native! in such small 
quanlil.cs. Professor Sproule reviewed 
the various methods, illustrating his 
talk with iihotographs and drawings. 

The next part of tho lecture dealt 
with the manufacture ot steel for var- 
ious purposes and the lecturer explala- 
ed the different types of manufacture 
suitable for steel ttf be used tn differ- 
ent situations. Thus the steel to bo 
used In a watch spring and that which 
is used in a steel rail require very dif- 
ferent manufacture. These different 
types of slccl were described in detail 
by moans of a series of micrographs 
which explained their widely different 
qualities.
